Mr. Berner, of Monroe, brought about a 
lively and extended fight in the convention 
by moving that a committee on credentials 
be appointed, one from each congressional 
district, but a vote was never reached on 
the motion. 

At this point Judge A. L. Miller, of Bibb, 
secured the floor and moved that Hon. 
Washington Dessau, of Bibb, be elected 
permanent chairman of the convention. 

Captain J. J. Seay, of Rome, took a hand 
in the proceedings, and he insisted that 
Temporary Chairman Akin be made per- 
manent chairman, in the interest of time. 
He said the delegates wanted to get down 
to work, and being ruled out of order by 
Chairman Akin, Mr. Seay persisted in his 
opposition. After some cross-firing, ex- 
Speaker Fleming, of Richmond, secured the 
floor and secured peace for a sufficient time 
to elect Mr. Dessau permanent chairman by 
acclamation. He was escorted to the chair 
by Mr. Berner and Mr. Fleming. It had 
been. arranged between the friends of 
Judge Akin and those of Mr. Dessau that 
the former should be temporary and the 
latter permanent chairman. Both had been 
largely instrumental in securing the adop- 
tion of the constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for the new justices and it was ap- 
propriate that both should have been hon- 
ored as they were. 


Chairman Dessau Takes Charge. 


Permanent Chairman Dessau was greeted 
by applause as he mounted the stand. He 
aid: 
acre would, indeed, be vain for me to at- 
tempt to proceed with the business of this 
convention without thanking you for the 
honor which has been conferred upon me, 
I need not say that this convention is 
charged with a grave responsibility, one 
which hag never before fallen upon the peo- 
ple of Georgia. It is the first time in the 
history of the state when the people have 
been called upon to select judges. I say 
that the people thave the right to name 
their judicial officers, and I feel that from 
this hour there will be inaugurated a new 
era of democratic prosperity and advance- 
ment in this state. The judiciary is the 
most important arm of the government, 
and the judges are charged with preserving 
the lives and property of our citizens. Yo 
are to select men today who are to be thn 
final arbiters in the conduct of your af- 
fairs, and I need not say that you will be 
equal to the trust imposed in you. Without 
detaining you further, I now declare thia 
convent'on ready for business.” . 

At this a red-hot fight began over the 
adoption of a mode of procedure. The con- 
vention experienced difficulty in deciding 
upon a way to get down to work and the 
great confusion in the hall added to the 
difficulty of the convention to settle issues 
by voting. The result was that a lively 
debate, participated in by many members 
of the convention, followed and it was final- 
ly necessary to call the roll of counties 
and take a vote in that way to settle the 
question of rules. 

Mr. Miller, of Bibb, started the ball. He 
moved that a committee of one from each 
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congress convened at 10:30 o’clock in the 
Academy of Music this morning and open- 
ed with devotional exercises conducted by 
Bishop A. M. Randolph, of this diocese, 
the president of the body. 

The topic for discussion was: “Do we 
need a heirarchy in this church?” The 
first writer was to have been Rev. J. J. 
Faude, of South Minneapolis, and the first 
speaker was to have been Rev. G. W. Dum- 
bell, D. D., of West New Brighton, N. Y., 
but neither of these divines were present, 
having been unavoidably detained. 

The first paper read was by Rev. Francis 
M. 8. Taylor, of Mount Vernon, N. Y., who 
had been down on the programme as the 
last speaker, but was. substituted as the 
first writer—the topics being discussed first 
by writers and then by speakers. The 
paper of Mr. Taylor was a very fine one 
and in it he took a very advanced position 
in favor of a heirarchy, his address con- 
cluding with these words: “Give us arch- 
bishops distributed in the various sections 
of the country and the church will go on 
to a magnificent success and victory.” 

The next writer was Rev. George L. 
Locke, D. D., of Bristol, R. I., who strong- 
ly opposed the establishment of heirarchy 
in the church in this country. This was 
a masterful paper and the audience was 
visibly disappointed when it was cut short 
by limitation on time, the bishop’s bell 
ringing before it was concluded. 


An Earnest Opposition. 

Right Rev. John B. Newton, of Virginia, 
earnestly opposed the idea, saying in part: 

“Will the tramp of the twelve archbishops 
take the place of the tramp of the millions 
of people who would be driven from the 
church by these officials with high-sounding 
titles? We are a missionary church. Our 
money comes from the people. Shall we 
divert this money they give us and with 
it keep up the pretentious machinery of a 
heirarchy? Shall we withdraw our mission- 
aries to support a few dignified old gen- 
tlemen with their mitres? We do not need 
a hierarchy, but a revival of true religion— 
a religion that regulates conduct and forms 
character. ‘Let it not be said of us as was 
said of the church of Rome, that ‘her ritual 
was grand,’ etc.. but where was Christ of 
Nazareth and Calvary?’ 

Rev. Dr. Huntington followed in a brief 
address, concluding with the following pre- 
diction: 

“I believe the time will come whén every 
state in the union will have its house of 
bishops, with its presiding bishop, and that 


the union will have its house-of bishops, 


with its presiding bishop. I do not believe 
this is a revolutionary itdea. The church 
was intended to.conform to the form of 
government of the country, and I believe it 
will. The change of attitude of the church 
of Rome makes it necessary for us to have 
a philosophy of our own.”

The case is exciting great interest and the 
presence of Mr, Watson and Judge Twiggs 
on opposite sides gives promise of a hard 
fought battle. Mr. Watson spent last night 
with Colonel T. W. Oliver, who is asso- 
clated with him in the case, and this morn- 
ing he has been meeting Many ol friends 
who knew him years ago, Wiien he was a 
young pedagogue in Screven, 

There is perhaps the greatest crowd of 
people in Sylvania today ever known here 
on a court day before. Besides the Zeigler 
trial, which has drawn nearly the whole 
of the male population to town, a circus 
came in this morning and is spreading its 
tents. It will draw no one away from the 
exciting scenes at the courthouse, however. 

Jury Is Impaneled. 

Soloman and Corrie Zeigler are looking 
well and show only in their fairer complex- 
ion the effect of their six months’ confine- 
ment in jail. 

They are both quite young, Sol being 
twenty-five and Corrie twenty-three. Wil- 
lie Walker, who is jointly indicted with Sol 
Zeigier for the killing of George Bellinger, 
the negro, is also very youthful, being 
about twenty-two. At 11 o’clock the state 
announced it was reddy for trial. Mr. 
Watson also announced his readiness for 
the defense. 

Solicitor General Evans announced that 
the state elected to sever and would put 
Solomon Zeigler on trial first. An objection 
was made by the defense to severance, but 
the court overruled the objection and Solo- 
mon Zéigler was put on trial. 

The selection of jurors began and dragged 
slowly along. A number of lively tilts oc- 
curred between the opposing counsel as to 
the competency of jurors, a good many be- 
ing stricken for having expressed opinions 
as to the guilt or innocence of the defend- 
ants.

They threw up their guns and then went 
further, and threw them up again and 
shot. He saw Brooker fall; they then ran 
up and shot again. After they had shot 
the last time one of them said: “I told you 
we would get him.” 

Witness was" about forty yards from 
Brooker when killed. Brooker was facing 
from them and was walking. Saw Brook- 
er when he was turned over and saw the 
pistol in his hip pocket. J. W. Overstreet 
testified he saw Sol and Corrie going along 
with their guns at Goloid.

“THE DANGER OF AVALANCHES 


Men Iash Themselves to Trees While 
White Terrors Rush By. 


TRAIN WITH PASSENGERS HEMMED IN 


Dining Car Feeds First-Class Passen- 
gers on Half Rations—Poorer 
Classes About To Starve. 


Seattle, Wash., November 18.—Residents 
of Seattle and vicinity who, by reason of 
the floods and snow, have been virtually 
prisoners in the fastnesses of the Cascade 
mountains since Friday last, are coming in, 
some on gravel trains, some afoot and 


others by boat. 

‘They tell harrowing tales of suffering, 
devastation and destruction. The situation 
as described in these dispatches from day 
to day has not been exaggerated in the 
least, if, indeed, the fury and flerceness 
of the storm has been fully portrayed. 

There has been human suffering and 
no doubt many miners and prospectors in 
the Cascades have been either drowned or 
have met death from snow slides. 

Four prospectors, headed by Joseph Nich- 
Oison, operating a ciaim on the Snoqual- 
mie Pass, arrived this afternoon. One of 
the men is a raving maniac by reason of 
the suffering and hardships endured in their 
effort to get out of the mountains. 
Saturday night, to prevent being swept 
down the mountains by snow slides, they 
lashed themselves to trees, where they 
Tema ned in the drenching rain for six 
or eight hours. ' 
Meanwhile great bowlders of earth and 
huge sectiong of snow kept sliding down 
into the canyons and gulches below. Trees 
Were torn up by the roots and cagried 
away by the avalance and the noise was 
indescribably horrifying. 

At daybreak on Sunday the prospectors 
tore away the lashings and began their 
perilous journey out of the mountains. 
They followed Gold creek to Lake Keechs- 
ler, tramping through snow four and five 
feet deep, crossing small streams on 10g5, 

finally finding their way to the point 
where the Northern Pacific crosses the 
Cascades and thence they proceeded down 
the railroad track to this city. 

Two Seattle business men were caught at 
Index Thursday. They were three days 
walking thirty-five miles to Snohomish, 
crossing small streams by means of drift- 
wood and the larger ones in row boats. 
They report that the Great Northern west 
bound overland passenger train with 411 
(passengers, due here last Friday morning, 
is stalled between Wellington and Madison, 
Owing to great washouts on both sides. 
When last heard from twelve first-class 
passengers on the train were being sup- 
plied with half rations from the dining 
car, while the day coach and second-class 
passengers, including twenty-four Chinese, 
managed to procure scant food supplies 
from Wellington. 

The gentlemen giving this information 
say that there are ten washouts on the 
Great Northern between Index and S8ul- 
lan, a distance of fourteen miles; that on 
the upper falls of the Skyhomish river two 
bridges are gone, together with 1,200 feet 
of track. 


Chinese Telegraphing. 
From The Chicago News. 

All the principal cities of China are now 
connected with each other and with Peking, 
the capital; by telegraph. Telegraphing is, 
however, a laborious and lengthy process 
and very expensive. The line does not 
pay for itself and is a heavy drain on the 
state treasury. The dispatches are, of 
course, sent in Chinese, for not one native 
in a thousand has an inkling of any jan- 
guage but his own. g 

As everybody. knows, the Chinese lan- 
guage has no alphabet, there being; a sizn 
for every word, hence it was utterly im- 
pussivle tu invent a telegraphic code that 
Was practicable. The difficulty was »bvi- 
ated by inventing a sigual for each of the 
cardinal numbers and a code dictionary 
was compiled, where every number, from 
ZI to 1,000, stood for some Chinese charac- 
ter. The sender does not have to bother 
what the message means, but the receiver

Colenel 
Glenn said he wanted to offer & substitute 
for the resolution, to the effect that the 
candidates be nominated one at a time, 80 
that every man would be put upon his indi- 
vidual merits and so that trading deals 
could not be consummated. 

“Tt is absolutely necessary for this con- 
vention to go beyond the mere fact of 
making a nomination,” said Colonel Glenn, 
“You have got to nominate men here who 
will be supported by the people; men who 
ean stand on their individual records and 
character. I tell you, the people of Geor- 
gia will be more in action in public mat- 
ters in the future than they have been in 


the past, and we should go before them 
with nominations of men who can stand 
the trial, men whose individual capacity 
will measure up to the standard demanded 
by the people to fill these h gh offices. 

“T want this convention to proceed to 
nominate candidates for the judgeships 
without traffic or exchange. I want to see 
no voting trust in this convention. No 
combinations or secret agreements should 
be made or carried out here. I want to see 
this convention take this question as befits 
the democratic party, by making its nomi- 
nations one at a time, voting on one candi- 
date at a time.

slates which have been formed, and it will 
put every candidate before the convention 
on his individual merit and character.”

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Trial Begins in Muscogee County Superior 
ASKED FOR CHANGE OF VENUE 


Relatives in Courtroom During 
Judge Would Not Grant It-—~Prisoner’s 
Proceedings Yesterday. 


Columbus, Ga., November 18.—(Special .)— 
The case of Henry White, charged ‘with 
the murder of Police Officer Jackson, came 
up in the Muscogee superior court this 
morning. The attorneys for the defense 
asked for a continuance in the case until 
tomorrow on the ground that one of the 
important witnesses in the case was still 
absent, being in jail in Montgomery for 
carrying concealed weapons, Judge Butt 
overruled this motion, however, saying that 
the man’s fine could be paid and that he 
could be got to the city before the con- 
clusion of the trial. He would accept his 
evidence at any stage of the trial, he said. 

The attorneys for White, Colonels Carey 
Thornton and Grigsby Thomas, then asked 
for a change of venue on the ground that 
the public opinion tn this county Was 80 
prejudiced against the defendant that it 
would be impossible for him to get a fair 
and impartial trial here. A number of 
witnesses were introduced by the defense 
by which they tried to show that an im- 
partial jury could not be secured in the 
case here. The issues of the local news- 
papers containing accounts of the tragedy 
were produced and the articles read. 

The defense tried to show that the pa- 
pers had so fanned popular prejudice that 
an impartial trial of the defendant in this 
county could not be secured.” The entire 
day was consumed in the arguing of the 
motion for a change of venue. 

Late this afternoon, however, Judge Butt 
overruled the motion, being convinced that 
young White could secure a fair trial 
here. The trial will begin tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

' A large crowd attended the proceedings 
today. Young White’s mother and sisters 
and also a young} lady who seems to be at- 
tached to him and who is spoken of as his 
eweetheart sat by his side during the 
proceedings today. The trial of the case 
will consume two or three days. Its out- 
come is awaited with the deepest interest, 
as the tragedy was one of the most ter- 
rible ever enacted in Georgia.

MADE A LAUNCH FOR FREEDOM 


BAILIFF HEARD, OF LANDRUM’s 
COURT, FIGHTS A NEGRO. 


The Negro Tried To Get Away but the 
Bailiff Was Too Plucky for Him 
end Fought to a Finish 


Bailiff N. I. Heard had an exciting ex- 
perience with a prisoner whom he was tak- 
ing to the Fulton county jall, yesterday 
morning. The prisoner, a negro man by 
the name of Ed Rice, was.bound over to 
the city, criminal court by Justice Lan- 
drum on the charge of larceny from the 
house. — 

It was charged that he had stolen a 
dozen bottles of beer from the saloon of 
Ww. H. Faith, on Decatur street. Rice 
pleaded not guilty, but the evidence was 
deemed sufficient to warrant his being 
bound over, and his bond was fixed at $100. 


The negro thought that he could make the 


bond and Bailiff Heard consented to walk 
around to the produce store of Carlton & 
Smith, on Forsyth street bridge. Mr. Carl- 
ton, however, refused to go on the negro’s 
bond. 

Rice then said that he knew a man on 
Decatur street by the name of Cates who 
would go on his bond, and Bailiff Heard 
walked with him to the store of the man. 
When this man also refused the negro said 
that he was ready to go to jail. Bailiff 
Heard had neglected to put handcuffs on 
the negro and was only holding on to him 
by the top of his pants. The officer, more- 
over, had no pistol or stick with which to 
defend himself in case the negro should 
atitack him on make a break for liberty. 

When the bridge was reached on Butler 
Street, Rice suddenly gave a violent jerk 
and tried to tear himself from the grasp of 
the bailiff, but was not successful. A 
lively struggle ensued. The two men 
clinched and fell to the ground, with the 
negro on top. He then proceeded to bump 
Heard’s head on the ground, but the plucky 
officer was not to be conquered. He final- 
ly succéeded in getting from under the 
negro and pinioned him to the earth. 

By this time a crowd of negroes had 
arrived on the scene and they made many 
threats against the officer and demanded 
that he allow his prisoner to go. Several 
white men who were in the crowd told 
Heard to keep the man in his possession 
and that they would stand by him. Some 
one Tan fora policeman about this time, 
and the unruly negro was taken to the 
station house, where he was handcuffed and 
taken to the jail. 

In the fight both Bailiff Heard and the 
negro had their pants torn off them, and 
it ‘Was necessary for the officer to stop on 
the way back to the courtroom and buy 
a new pair. He says that the next time 
that he attempts to take a prisoner to the 
jail he will see that he is handouffed.

| Senator Strother Introduced a Bill for 


Uniform Text Books. 3 
STATE TO GET THEM AT COST 


Provides for a School Book Commis- 


sion of Four—The State School 
Comméssioner Chairman. 


Senator Strother introduced in the sen- 
ate yesterday a school book law, providing 
text books to be fvrnished by the state at 
cost and to be sed in all the public 
schools of the state. 

A similar bill, except that it provided 
that the state publish the books, was in- 
troduced by Senator Mercer in the last sen- 
ate and defeated, many voting against it 
simply for this clauge, that the state should 
Publish the books. 

It is the purpcse of Senator Strothcr’s 
bill to authorize the governor, with the 
aid of the state school commissioner, to 
appoint a school book commission, to con- 
Sist of four well known educators, with 
the state school commissioner as chairman. 
This comtnission is to receive the same 
per diem as a member of the legislature, 
34 per day, for the time he is in attendance 
upon the meetings of the commission. 


This committee, the bill provides, shall - 


meet and select copyrights of text books 
to be used over the state in the public 
schools, They are to report such copy- 
rights as they select to the governor, who 
will have a sufficient number of all books 
published at the very lowest price obtain- 
able, he to advertise for bids for the print- 
ing of the books. The books would then 
be delivered to the several county school 
commissioners who would distribute them 
in the quantity desired to the various 
schools in their counties. : 

The commission is to arrive at an esti- 
mate of the quantity of books needed by 
reports from the several county school 
commissioners. Each school commissioner 
is to receive the books and after distribu- 
tion, which shall be at the original cost to 
the state, shall return the books not sold 
and will receive credit for them. 

The bill says that the term of the mem- 
bers of the school book board shall be four 
years. The bill vas referred to the com. 
mittee on education. 

Senator Hopkins introduced a bill to es- 
tablish a local dispensary in the town of 
Qu'tman, 

Senator Redwine, of the thirty-seventh 
district, introduced the following bill:

The convict lease resolution by Senator 
Battle will be reconsidered by the senate. 
It was decided to reconsider the adverse 
action on the resolution yesterday by a 
vote of 82 to 12. 

Senator Battle, of the twenty-fourth, 
gave notice Tuesday that he would move 
to reconsider the resolution yesterday. So 
yesterday after the reading of the journal 
he made a motion that the senate recon- 
sider the action and recommit the resolu- 
tion. 

Senator Hopkins, who was the jJeader in 
the fight against the resolution on Tues- 
day, made a strong speech against taking 
up the resolution again. He read from 


Principal Keeper Turner’s report, publish- | 


ed in yesterday’s Constitution, and said 
that the principal keeper should be able 
to tell the senators about the penitentiary 
systems. He said he hoped the senate 
would not again take up the resolution, as 
there were other things to attend to. 
Senator Battle Makes Reply. 

Senator Battle said he could not refrain 
from making reply to the senator from the 
seventh. The senator had not, he said, 
treated the question in a broad view. 

“Do we arrogate to ourselves the only 
refined civilized system of penitentiaries?” 
Senator Battle asked. ‘‘Have we the only 
good method of caring for convicts? We 
want information and how are we to get 
it? Are we to read voluminous documents 
from every state penitentiary in the coun- 
try? Would it not be better to have a 
committee go and investigate? If all the 
information necessary to the solving of 
this question is here in the capitol, as the 
senator says it is, then why haven't the 
senators got it before them? 

“T say that Georgia has taken a back- 
ward step when she refuses to be en- 
lightened on the question that is before 
us. I tell you that Georgia, said to be the 
Empire State of the South, cannot afford 
to take a step backward. She has been 
the Empire State of the South, but to 
continue to be that she must not shut her 
eyes on the progress of civilization. When 
she does, to use the words of an eminent 
orator, ‘you might as well strike from 
the star-spangled banner that one bright 
star that glitters in the name of Georgia 
and leave the stripe, a fit emblem of her 
degradation!’ ”’ 

Senator Kilpatrick Speaks. 

After Senator Golightly made a short 
speech against reconsideration of the reso- 
lution, Senator Kilpatrick, author of the 
resolution, spoke in its favor. He said 
that in speaking against the measure as 
amended he had said that he did so be- 
cause its purpose was abridged by the 
adoption of the amendment. His reasons 
had been misstated by some of the speak- 
ers. 

“T am eternally opposed to the plan that 
has been suggested by some that the 
state’s convicts be leased to private per- 
sons for private gains. It is a blot upon 
the name of the state.’’ 

Senator Kilpatrick denied that the du- 
ties of the committee would necessarily 
take them from Maine to California, as 
some who opposed it had said. He said 
that the committee would be required to 
read everything in the state library and 
to discuss the best method of disposing 
of our convicts. If it was mecessary the 
committee would visit one or more states 
and make a personal inspection of their 
penitentiary system. 

Senator Kilpatrick explained the great 
need of such a committee. The resolution, 
he said, first looked for the reformation 
of criminals, secondly, to the just and 
adequate punishment of criminals; third- 
ly, to the protection of society against the 
vicious members thereof. 

The Views of Senator Atkinson. 

Hon. Alex Atkinson, the twenty-sixth 
senator, who is a Baptist minister, made 
a lenetthy speech against the reconsidera- 
tion. 

He arose and said that the senator from 
the twenty-eighth and from the twentv- 
fourth had failed to quote h m correctly. He 
had never asked what the investigation 
was for. His query was, he said, “What 
information can this committee obtain 
from any or all the systems that you can- 
not get from these states by communica- 
tion without a persondl investigation?”

WARM WEATHER HERB. 


General and Local Conditions as View- 
ed by the Forecaster. 

The depression wh'ch was tn Kansas last 
night developed considerable energy during 
the night and moved with great rapidity. 
It was located in the upper lake region this 
morning and tonight it is apparently cen- 
tral over Lake Ontario. 

It has been attended by some high winds, 
which still continue on the lakes, and also 
light precipitation in its track. 

The pressure in the southeast is dfminish- 
ing slowly. The barometer has risen very 
rapidly throughout the sections between the 
Rocky mountains and the Mississippi and a 
high barometer of great force occupies that 
region, with its center to the north of the 
Dakotas, where the readings are above 
3.70 inches. 

The temperature has risen about 10 de- 
grees along the lower lakes, remained near- 
ly stationery throughout the southern and 
Atlantic coast states, and fallen very decid- 
edly in the districts to the west of the Mis- 
Sissippi, north of southern Illinois. 

It is 20 degrees colder at St. Paul, 30 de- 
grees at Kansas City, 24 degrees at St. 
Louis and 20 degrees at Rapid City. The’ 
eastern edge of the cold area touches Lake 
Michigan, centra] Indiana, western Tennes- 
see and thence southwest to Texas, and 
has an apparent southeasterly movement. 

Scattered precipitation has occurred in 
various sections of the country and it iy 
raining at St. Louis. 

It is cloudy along the lakes and in 
Southern Florida, but in other sections 
generally clear weather prevails. 

Local Weather Conditions. 

While there was some cloudiness in the 
forenoon, the day was generally clear, with 
fresh southeast winds prevailing. 

The ‘barometer has changed but little 
since last night and the temperature con- 
tinues high, the mean being 13 degrees 
above the average. The maximum yester- 
day (71 degrees) has only been exceeded 
twice during the past nineteen years on a 
Similar date. The maximum on this date 
last year was 66 degrees.

MANY ARE SENT TO THE PEN 


Burglar Who Robbed His Attorney 
Goes Up for Twenty Years, 


OSBORN’S CASE MAY COME UP TODAY 


All Jail Cases Will Probably Be Dis- 
posed of Before the Close o 
the Week. 


Judge Candler imposed sentences yester- 
day in ‘the criminal court amounting in the 
aggregate to sixty-four years. 

Another burglar, convicted of breaking 
into a residence in the night time, was sent 
up for the extreme penalty of the law— 
twenty ‘years. 

The state was represented by Mr. B. H. 
Hill, solicitor general pro tem., as 
Solicitor General Hill had not re- 
covered his strength sufficiently to 
take charge of the ase. Solici- 
tor Hill will probably be able to assume 
his duties in the court this morning, and 
in that event the case of Ben Osborn, 
charged with murder, may be calied and 
tried. 

Judge Candler has drawn a {distinctive 
line between burglaries committed in the 
day and burglaries committed at night. He 
has announced that night-time burglars 
will be dealt with severely, as it is supposed 
that a burglar who will break into a house 
and enter the sleeping room of the family 
will also commit murder if he should be 
detected in the act. 

“We are in great need of a reformatory 
school,” said Judge Candler yesterday. 
‘The sooner we secure a school of this na- 
ture the better it will be for society. We 
are now sending boys to the penitentiary 
who are returned hardened criminals. I 
have seen several cases where a boy was 
sent up fore a year for a crime, who would 
be released at the expiration of his sen- 
tence and would immediately commit a 
bolder deed. The penitentiary is a school 
where crime is learned and where each 
criminal is a teacher. 

“This thing of a man breaking into an- 
other man’s home and stealing during the 
night must stop. It is entirely too danger- 
ous and is inexcusable. I am going to deal 
severely with night-time burglars until this 
thing is stopped.”’ 

May Go to the Pen. 

Yesterday's session was a busy one, and 
at. both the morning and afternoon sessions 


victed and given sentences. 

Wesley Clemmens, the negro who was 
one of the ringleaders in the mutiny in the 
jail Tuesday night, was convicted of 
burglary yesterday. It was shown that he 
broke into and entered the residence of Mr. 
Frank W. Holt, in West End, during the 
daytime, and stole a large amount of 
clothing. Judge Candler sentenced him to 
five years at hard labor in the penitentiary. 

Will Davis was convicted on the same 
charge and was given a sentence of five 
years. He was convicte¢. jointly wiun 
Clemmens, | 

Charles West, alias Will Jackson, en- 
tered a plea of guilty in three cases. It 
was shown that on each occasion he en- 
tered the home of negroes and burglarized 
the premises. He was given six years. The 
crimes were committed in the day time. 


Robbed His Attorney. 


Otis Ross pleaded guilty in three cases to 
burglary and was given twenty years in the 
penitentiary, as all of the crimes were 
committed during the night. 

It was proven that he burglarized the 
home of Mr. Litt Bloodworth, stealing a 
suit of clothes from the foot of the bed in 
which Mr, Bloodworth was asleep. The 
next night he entered the residence of Mr. 
Wages and stole a watch and a large sum 
of money, and on the next night he en- 
tered ‘the residence of Attorney Sheen, who 
had defended the negro on a former: occa- 
sion, and stole a large amount of money 
and clothing.

Gardy came to Atlanta yeste 
from the north on an early train, He was 
directed to the Walton street poarding 
house, and arrived there just about day- 
light. It seems as if he was bent on yee 
izing some hostelry, and happened to selec 
the Jackson house. 

He. was shown to a room on the second 
floor, and about 9 o'clock, after all the 
guests had eaten breakfast and left for 
their business duties, the mysterious — 
vidual emerged from his apartment an 
appeared in the dining room. It seems that 
when he left he took several silver spoons 
belonging to the house with him. 

Ransacked the House. 

Returning to his room on the second floor 
Gardy entered the apartments of Mr. ar 
C. Eggleston, which wére at that time va- 
cant. The thief proceeded to help himself 
in the most approved manner. He ransack- 
ed the closets, drawers, and in fact every 
nook and corner which contained any 
valuables. 

He walked out of Mr. Eggleston's room 
loaded with booty. There were innumer- 
able articles of value. including an overcoat, 
guitar and a revolver. 

The crook then proceeded to his own 
room and packed part of his booty in his 
valise. He walked down the steps and out 
of the hovse toward the center of the city, 
withcut settling his board bill. 

As he left he was detected by two bell 
boys, who noticed the guitar and overcoat, 
and at once came to the conclusion they 
were stolen.

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EUROPEAN MONARCHS’ INCOMES 


The Czar of Russia Heads fthe List 
with $11,000,000. 

From London Modern Society. 

The remarks whith we recently made in 
Modern Society concerning the private 
fortune, landed estates and speculation of 
the queen have caused no litfle flutter in 
court circles, where the accuracy of our 
information is recognized. The truth is, 
that such a lot of nonsense is now written 
on this subject before we took it up fhat 
the public in now in a complete fog. It 
was, for instance, said, some years ago, 
that the queen owned some 600 odd houses 
in various parts of England, not royal res- 
idenes, but - rent-yielding property, and 
that about 6,000 houses had been built by’ 
crown lessees on building leaseholds held 
by the queen. This is sheer nonsense; 
that is, the figures are absolutely incor- 
rect. Her majesty owns nothing like so 
many houses; and, in fact, she is following 
the gen@ral craze and selling her bricks 
and mortar fast; advised so to do by her 
beloved Macduff. 

The income of her majesty is about £585,- 
000 per annum from the state, and her 
private income is very nearly £260,000 per 
annum, making a nice total. Her official 
salary cannot be said to be enormous, when 
one takes into consideration the fact that 
she is an empress-queen, rules over more 
people and a greater extent of country 
than any human being has ever ruled over 
before, and that twopenny-haifpenny, and 
comparatively unimportant King Humbert, 
of Italy, is paid exactly the same salary 
by his very impecunious subjects. 

As a matter of fact, our queen gets but 
little more than the French people pay their 
president, M. Felix Faure, who enjoys the 
very pleasant little salary of £438,000 per 
annum. But comparatively little of this is 
expended in entertaining, though, of 
ourse, M. Faure will have been severely 
tapped by the czar’s visit tts year and 
the lodgers at the Elysee palace (notably 
M. Jules Grevy) generally succeed in put- 
ting by a very nice “‘magot.”’ It is, indeed, 
a well known fact that Marshal MacMahon, 
who was a poor man, managed to save 
the small fortune which alone enabled his 
eldest boy, the present duke, to form a 
royal alliance. And yet no more honest 
man ever lived than MacMahon, only he 
saved; and the entertainments given at the 
Elysee while he was president were the 
reverse of sumptuous, the tipple being the 
poorest Sillery and—rum punch! 

Our miserly and speculative friend, Leo 
pold, of the Belgians, receives £126,000 per 
annum from his people, and his private 
income is very nearly the same figure— 
that is, it ought to be, though his unfor- 
tiinate mucker in Congo has somewhat im- 
poverished his majesty. 

Many sovereigns get bigger pay than 
does our queen—notably the czar, the sul- 
tan, the emperor of Austria, and the Ger- 
man kaiser. The young Russian emperor 
is popularly, credited with having a salary 
which represents £250 per hour, of £2,200.000

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THIEF SECURED $150 IN CASH 


Walked Into Mr. Freeman’s Rodm 
and Stole the Money from Under 
His Pillow.

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HOW LIFE MAY BE LENGTHENED

What Certain Scientific Men Have 
To Say on This Subject. 
From The New York Sun. 

At the meeting of the Academy of 
Science last evening F. W. Warner spoke 
upon the subject of “Biometry.” Mr. War- 
ner began his discussion by explaining that 
the subject was a science treating of the 
measure of life and the laws and conditions 
which govermits duration. 

“Every person,” said he, “carries about 
with him the physical indications of his 
longevity. A long-lived person may be 
Gistinguished from a short-lived person 
at sight. In many instances a physician 
may look at the hands of a patient and 
tell whether he will live or die. 

‘Tn the vegetable as well as in the 
animal kingdom, each life takes its char- 
acteristics from the life from ‘which it 
sprung. Among these inherited charac- 
teristics we find the capacity for continu- 
ing its life for a given length of time. This 
capacity for living we call the inherent or 
potential longevity. Under favorable con- 
ditions and environment the individual 
should live out the potential longevity. 
With unfavorable cdnditions this lengevity 
may be greatly decreased, but with a 
favorable environment the longevity of the 
person, the family or the race may be in- 
creased.’’ 

The speaker then ‘spoke of. plant life, 
stating that trees which have long, thick 
trunks with small limbs invariably have 
long lives. Animals with large bodies and 
short limbs have a much greater longevity 
than those with the opposite character- 
istics. In speaking of the human race, he 
said: 4 

“Each individual inherits a potential lon- 
gevity and should live out this longevity 
as uniformly as does the lower arimal. 
Allowing for accidents and accidental dis- 
eases, the family records will show that 
the family longevity is reached with a 
surprising accuracy. The primary condi- 
tions of longevity are that the héart, lungs 
and digestive organs, as well as the brain, 
should be large. If these organs are large 
the trunk will be long and the limbs com- 
paratively short. The person will appear 
tall in sitting and short in standing. The 
hand will have a long and somewhat 
heavy palm and short fingers. The brain 
will be deeply seated, as shown by the 
orifice of the ear being low. The blue hazel 
or brown hazel eye, as showing an inter- 
mission of temperament, is a favorable in- 
dication. The nostrils being large, open 
and free, indicates large lungs. A pin¢ned 
and half-closed nostril indicates small or 
weak lungs. 

“In the case of persons who have short- 
lived parentage on one side and long-lived 
on the other side the question becomes 
more involved. It is shown in grafting 
and hybridizing that nature makes a su- 
preme effort to pass the, period of the 
shorter longevity and exténd the life to 
the greater longevity. Anyone who tnder- 
stands these weak and dangerous periods 
of life is forewarned and forearmed. It 
has been observed that the children of 
long-lived parents mature much later and 
are usually backward in their studies.”’ 

An instance was given of a gentleman 
who had indications of great longevity. He 
was taken from his hotel ill with yellow 
fever and removed to the hospital, where 
he was placed inva ward with six other 
patients. In a few deys the six were buried 
and he was discharged. He had the same 
type of disease and the same treatment. 


His longevity carried him through. In 
conclusion, he said: 

“If time is money, longevity is wealth. 
A person who has great inherited longevity 
mi es disease and enjoy the most 
vaiued inheritance which parents iv 
to their children.’’ . ab gnt ini
